Wilders takes 
Dutch state to 
court to head 
offEU 
emergency 
fund 

THE NETHERLANDS - 
Geert Wilders is taking legal 
action against the Dutch state 
in an effort to stop the 
Netherlands supporting the 
European financial emer¬ 
gency fund. 

Bram Moszkowicz, the 
lawyer who represented 
Wilders when he was charged 
with inciting racial hatred, 
will head the legal team, the 
parliamentarian told the 
Telegraaf this week. 

Wilders claims by suppor¬ 
ting the fund, the Netherlands 
is handing over power to 
Brussels. This, he says, is 
something the caretaker gov¬ 
ernment cannot do without 
giving voters their say first. 

The Netherlands goes to 
the polls to elect a new par¬ 
liament in September, but the 
emergency fund has to be rat¬ 
ified before this. The fund, 
which will have at least 
€500bn at its disposal to start 
with, is due to launch in July. 

Prime minister Mark Rutte 
has already signed the agree¬ 
ment but parliament needs to 
give its approval as well. 

Wilders told the paper his 
decision to go to court is 
unique in parliamentary his¬ 
tory, but denied it was an 
election stunt. ? I am defend¬ 
ing the interests of the 
Netherlands,' he told the 
paper. He earlier failed to get 
enough support in parliament 
to call a halt to the ratification 
process. 

The PVV leader has said 
several times he intends to 
make the election campaign a 
referendum on Europe.

Trayvon evidence fails to 
answer who screamed 


for help 

ORLANDO - An FBI expert 
found crucial evidence in the 
Trayvon Martin case was in¬ 
conclusive, saying it was im¬ 
possible to tell if the voice 
screaming for help belonged to 
the black Florida teenager or his 
shooter George Zimmerman 
just before the neighborhood 
watch captain pulled the trigger. 

That detail came from a 
mass of evidence made public 
on Thursday in the case that 
sparked civil rights protests 
across the United States and 
debates over guns, self-defense 
laws and race relations in 
America. 

The documents confirm nu¬ 
merous compelling facts and 
minutiae that have been de¬ 
bated at kitchen tables and on 
television sets across the coun¬ 
try following the February 26 
homicide when Zimmerman, 
28, shot and killed the 17-year- 
old Martin. 

Police initially declined to 
arrest Zimmerman, citing 
Florida's "Stand Your Ground" 
self-defense law, but a special 
prosecutor who was subse¬ 
quently appointed charged 


Zimmerman with second-de¬ 
gree murder. Zimmerman has 
pleaded not guilty. 

The nearly 200 pages of 
documents plus photographs, 
videos and audio recordings 
provide evidence that will be 
seized upon by both Zimmer¬ 
man's supporters and his de¬ 
tractors, including the revela¬ 
tion that Martin had traces of 
marijuana in his system and a 
witness who described the teen 
as beating on Zimmerman in 
the style of mixed martial arts. 

But what may be the central 
point of contention - who 
screamed for help? - goes tan- 
talizingly unanswered. 

If it was Zimmerman, it 
would confirm his story that he 
pleaded for assistance against 
the teenager who was brutally 
beating him. If it was Martin, 
it could establish Zimmerman 
was the aggressor who shot an 
unarmed teenager and would 
be a major component of a 
case for second-degree murder. 

Relatives of both Zimmer¬ 
man and Martin swear it was 
their kin who was pleading for 
his life. 


FRANKFURT (AFP) - Police 
arrested more than 400 people 
in Frankfurt yesterday as thou¬ 
sands of anti-capitalist protest¬ 
ers defied a protest ban in 
Germany's financial centre. 

A group calling itself 
"Blockupy Frankfurt" had 
called for four days of protests, 
from Wednesday to today, to 
paralyse Germany's financial 
capital and hinder the work of 
private banks and the Euro¬ 
pean Central Bank. 

But the financial institu¬ 
tions reported little disruption. 
Many were closed for a public 
holiday Thursday and the 
banks were protected by a 
strong police presence. 

Several protests took place 


THE HAGUE (AFP) - A 
lawyer for Moamer Kadhafi's 
son Seif al-Islam said yester¬ 
day he doubted Libya was 
able or willing to try his 
client, as he asked the Inter¬ 
national Criminal Court to re¬ 
port the matter to the UN. 

Xavier-Jean Keita, the de¬ 
fence lawyer appointed by 
the ICC, said in papers before 
the Hague-based court that 
despite several requests to 
meet Seif, Libyan authorities 
so far have not cooperated. 

"Either they are stone¬ 
walling because they are con¬ 
cerned about what he might 
say to his council... or, they 
simply do not have the capac¬ 
ity to implement the visit," 
Keita said. 

"Either conclusion under¬ 
mines their assertation that 
they are either willing or able 
to conduct proceedings 
against Mr Seif al-Islam." 

Libya has been at logger- 
heads with the ICC over who 
has the right to bring former 
regime figures such as Seif 
and the dead dictator's spy- 


yesterday outside the ECB’s 
huge Eurotower building in 
Frankfurt, as well as in the city 
center, a police spokeswoman 
said. 

Police said most demon¬ 
strations passed calmly, while 
some activists claimed those 
who had been arrested were 
left for hours in police buses. 

The city's mayor banned 
most demonstrations over pub¬ 
lic order concerns, though pro¬ 
testers have been given 
permission to march today. 

Demonstrators hailed their 
action a success, with "Block¬ 
upy" spokesman Erik Buhn 
telling German television 
channel Phoenix: "We have re¬ 
vitalised civil disobedience."

He also asked ICC judges 
to stay Libya's admissibility 
challenge "due to Libya's 
non-compliance with the im¬ 
plementation of the funda¬ 
mental rights of the defence." 

Seif, 39, has been in cus¬ 
tody in the Libyan militia 
town of Zintan since his ar¬ 
rest on November 19 last 
year, in the wake of the upris¬ 
ing that toppled his father's 
rule after more than 40 years 
in power.

THE HAGUE (AFP) - Dutch 
prosecutors this week called 
for the disbanding of a pae¬ 
dophile group named Martijn 
which advocates consensual 
sex between adults and chil¬ 
dren, saying it threatened soci¬ 
ety. 

"The banning and dissolu¬ 
tion are necessary to avoid a 
dangerous situation for soci¬ 
ety," they told a civil court in 
the northern city of Assen, ac¬ 
cording to documents pub¬ 
lished online. 

They said the group created 
a "sub-culture in which sexual 
relations between adults and 
children are tolerated and even 
glorified." 


Prosecutors turned to the 
Assen court after an appeals 
court in Leeuwaarden refused 
a plea to start a trial. The Dutch 
justice ministry last year said 
the association's activities were 
not illegal under the country's 
laws. 

Martijn's lawyer Bert Swier 
told AFP the group had com¬ 
mitted no "reprehensible act," 
and added: "It's banning would 
be going against freedom of 
expression." 

Founded in 1982, the group 
has about 60 members. Its for¬ 
mer head Ad van den Berg was 
sentenced to three years in jail 
in October last year for posses¬ 
sion of child pornography. 


Former Colombia hostage 
arrested for allegedly helping 
insurgents 


BOGOTA, Colombia- 
Sigifredo Lopez, 48, one of a 
dozen provincial lawmakers 
kidnapped by the country’s 
main rebel group a decade ago 
has been arrested for allegedly 
helping the insurgents plan the 
daring daylight abduction. 

Colombians were stunned

Mejia, a charismatic 71- 
year-old agricultural entrepre¬ 
neur, has focused his attacks 
on the current government's 
"corruption and theft." He 
casts himself as the only viable 
alternative to this "immoral¬ 
ity." 

Medina, 60, is a former 
president of the Chamber of 
Deputies who twice served of 
secretary of state of the presi¬ 
dency. A coalition of 14 parties 
backs his candidacy. 

During the campaign Med¬ 
ina vowed to continue the poli¬ 
cies of president Fernandez, 
but also focus on boosting pro¬ 
duction and employment. He 
has promised to build homes 
for the poor and picked Fer¬ 
nandez's wife, Margarita Ce- 
deno, as his vice president. 

Nearly 330,000 voters from 
the Dominican Republic's 
large expatriate community 
(estimated to number three 
million) will also head to the 
polls.

In the latest food safety 
scare to hit the country, the 
bogus ears were discovered in 
a market in Ganzhou city in 
the eastern province of Jiangxi 
in late March after a customer 
complained of a strange smell 
when cooking them, the state- 
run China Daily newspaper re¬ 
ported. 

Food safety officials tested 
the "ears” and found they had

Last year authorities ar¬ 
rested more than 30 people 
over the sale of cooking oil 
made from leftovers scooped 
out of gutters. 

And in 2008, milk was at 
the centre of one of China’s 
biggest food safety scandals 
when the industrial chemical 
melamine was found to have 
been illegally added to dairy 
products to give the appear¬ 
ance of higher protein content.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - For 
the first time ever, white births 
in the United States are no 
longer in the majority, accord¬ 
ing to US Census Bureau esti¬ 
mates Thursday that 
underscored the growth of the 
Hispanic population. 

Hispanics, blacks, Asians, 
indigenous peoples and those 
of mixed ethnicity or race ac¬ 
counted for 50.4 percent of 
births in the 12 months to July 
2011, the federal agency said 
in a statement. 

Leading the trend were His¬ 
panics, who remained the 
biggest (52 million) and 
fastest-growing (up 3.1 per¬ 
cent from 2010) of all groups. 

Whites still made up the 
largest single share of the total 
births, at 49.6 percent. They 


also constituted a majority of 
the overall population of the 
United States at 63.4 percent. 

But as the Census Bureau 
projected in 2008, they will no 
longer be in the majority by 
2042. 

In absolute numbers, the 
Census Bureau put the na¬ 
tional Hispanic population at 
52 million, followed by 
African Americans at 43.9 
million and Asians — the sec¬ 
ond fastest growing minority 
group — at 18.2 million. 

The Census Bureau also re¬ 
ported "a small uptick" in the 
nation's median age to 37.3, 
and estimated the size of the 
current over-65 population at 
41.4 million, including 5.7 
million aged 85 or older.

Japan in first commercial satellite 
launch

A newly discovered shipwreck 
in the Gulf of Mexico may 
have originally gone down 200 
years ago. The ship is full of 
glass bottles, ceramic plates 
and boxes of muskets. 

The shipwreck was discov¬ 
ered 200 miles (321 kilome¬ 
ters) off the Gulf Coast in 
more than 4,000 feet (1,219 
meters) of water by a Gulf of 
Mexico mission led by the Na¬ 
tional Oceanic and Atmos¬ 
pheric Administration 

(NOAA). The wooden hull of 
the ship has nearly disinte¬ 
grated, but a greenish copper 
shell that once protected the 
ship's wood remains behind. 

The first hint of the ship¬ 
wreck came in 2011, when a 
sonar survey by Shell Oil 
Company turned up an un¬ 
known blip on the seafloor. 
BOEM requested that NOAA 
explore such unknown blips 
during a recent expedition by 
the ship Okeanos Explorer. 
The ship returned April 29 
from its 56-day mission ex-

ploring unknown areas of the 
Gulf. 

The research team also ex¬ 
plored four shipwrecks on the 
ocean bottom. One, explored 
on April 19, was first discov¬ 
ered in the 1980s, but has only 
been investigated by deep-sea 
archaeologists twice. This 
wooden-hulled ship dates be¬ 
tween the mid-19th and early- 
20th centuries, though its story 
is currently a mystery.

It was the 21 st launch since 
2001 of the H-IIA rocket, 
which was developed by 
JAXA. 

It has been operated by 
Mitsubishi Heavy Industries 
(MHI) since its 2007 privatisa¬ 
tion, JAXA spokesman 
Masashi Okada said. Its last 
six launches were Japanese 
government-related missions. 

MHI hopes to carry out 
more contract launches and se¬ 
cure a foothold in a lucrative 
market currently dominated by 
Europe and Russia. 

The satellite was developed 
by the Korea Aerospace Re¬ 
search Institute of South Korea 
to carry out earth observations, 
officials said. 

The institute paid several 
billion yen (tens of millions of 
dollars), "the cheapest price in 
an international auction", the 
Sankei Shimbun reported, cit¬ 
ing the institute. 

The rocket also put into 
space JAXA's Shizuku satel¬ 
lite, which will be used to 
monitor the circulation of 
global ocean currents, officials 
said. The other two satellites 
were small experimental 
Japanese models. 

European operator Ariane- 
space successfully launched its 
Ariane 5 rocket with a Japan¬ 
ese and a Vietnamese satellite 
onboard from French Guiana 
on Tuesday.

Facebook falls flat in 
market debut

NEW YORK (AFP) - Face- 
book shares stumbled yester¬ 
day, managing a gain of less 
than one percent in the first day 
of trade, dampening optimism 
over the much-anticipated 
debut for the world’s biggest so¬ 
cial network. 

The shares, priced at $38 on 
Thursday in the largest-ever ini¬ 
tial public offering (IPO), eked 
out a gain of 0.97 percent to end 
at $38.37, with record volume 
of more than 550 million shares. 

The shares jumped 12 percent 
to $42.55 in the opening Nasdaq 
trades but within minutes fell 
back to the offering price. A mid¬ 
day rally pushed the price back 
up but just ahead of the close the 
price fell back to $38. 

"The negativity in the mar¬ 
ket overall has put a damper on 
the IPO," said Darren Hayes, a 
Pace University professor and 
former investment banker. "It’s 
not uncommon in an IPO to see 
a big rise and then for the price 
to come back down, but I’m a 
bit surprised (by the market ac¬ 
tion) after all the hype." 

"I think there may be some 
skeptical investors who see 
some challenges in the long¬ 
term outlook of the company." 


Gerard Hoberg, an econo¬ 
mist at the University of Mary¬ 
land said there was enthusiasm 
from some buyers but skepti¬ 
cism from professionals. 

"What I think is going on is 
you have a lot of bullishness 
from retail investors, people 
who use Facebook, and there’s a 
lot of those investors creating a 
lot of buying pressure," he said. 

"But professionals who 
were looking at the numbers 
behind Facebook had a lot more 
doubts, and that is cooling the 
issue quite a bit." 

Hoberg said the market in¬ 
troduction "is not a disaster by 
any stretch, and you also could 
say that the Facebook owners 
are quite pleased because they 
didn't leave a lot of money on 
the table. But it will not be a 
pleasant taste in people's 
mouths if Facebook falls below 
$38 anytime in the near future." 

A report on the Business In¬ 
sider financial blog said the 
price did not fall below $38 be¬ 
cause of a large number of 
standing orders at the offering 
price. The Wall Street Journal 
said the underwriting invest¬ 
ment banks also stepped in to 
support the price.

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No-nonsense van Marwijk adds 
steel to Dutch silk

THE HAGUE (AFP) - Bert 
van Marwijk may have led the 
Netherlands to the 2010 World 
Cup final but his methods 
were not to the taste of the man 
who embodies the country’s 
lauded football culture. 

’’Spain, a replica of 
Barcelona, are the best advert 
for football,” wrote Johan 
Cruyff of Holland’s opponents 
on the eve of the World Cup 
final in Johannesburg. 

’’Who am I supporting? I am 
Dutch but I support the football 
that Spain are playing.” 

Cruyff would congratulate 
van Marwijk for his achieve¬ 
ments after Spain prevailed in 
the final but the damage had 
already been inflicted: the 
team had come close to glory - 
- but it had not been done the 
Dutch way. 

In the days that followed the 
final, the Netherlands found 
themselves pilloried for the ag¬ 
gressive way they had at¬ 
tempted to shake the Spanish 
out of their stride. 

Their approach was typified 
by a chest-high foul on Xabi 
Alonso by Nigel de Jong that 


escaped punishment by ref¬ 
eree Howard Webb but which 
has come to resonate as an ex¬ 
ample of the steely pragma¬ 
tism injected into the team by 
their coach. 

The Netherlands have be¬ 
come a byword for under¬ 
achievement in international 
football — three World Cup 
final defeats, 24 years since 
their last major trophy — and 
van Marwijk appears deter¬ 
mined to end their reputation 
for style over substance. 

"From day one, van Mar¬ 
wijk has said, 'I don't want 
that again. I want our team to 
win even on a bad day,”' said 
his biographer, Edwin Schoon, 
in an interview with Radio 
Netherlands Worldwide. 

"So he put winning before 
attractive play, and he's ham¬ 
mered it home to his players, 
step by step, and incorporated 
it in his tactics by shoring up 
the defence.” 

The Dutch team that ap¬ 
peared at the World Cup may 
have been the antithesis of the 
side that capitivated the world 
with Total Football at the 1974 
tournament. But two years on 
from South Africa, they are a 
far more crowd-pleasing 
prospect. 

They scored more goals in 
qualifying for Euro 2012 (37) 
than any other side, and in 
Wesley Sneijder, Arjen 
Robben, Rafael van der Vaart, 
Robin van Persie and Klaas- 
Jan Huntelaar, possess some of 
the most talented forwards in 
the game. 

For all his pragmatism as a 
coach, van Marwijk was a dar¬ 
ing winger in his playing days, 
amassing 393 appearances in 
the Dutch Eredivisie with four 


different clubs. 

Capped once by his country, 
in 1975, he worked his way 
through the Netherlands' lower 
leagues as a coach before join¬ 
ing Feyenoord in 2000. 

He took the club to UEFA 
Cup glory in 2002, overseeing 
a 3-2 victory over Borussia 
Dortmund in the final at 
Feyenoord's own De Kuip sta¬ 
dium. 

It remains his most notable 
success as a coach. A subse¬ 
quent two-year stint at Dort¬ 
mund failed to yield 
significant progress, although 
he did guide Feyenoord to the 
Dutch Cup in their 2008 cen¬ 
tenary year after returning to 
the club in 2007. 

As an international coach, 
however, his record is sensa¬ 
tional. 

Since replacing Marco van 
Basten after Euro 2008, he has 
seen Holland lose just four 
times in 45 matches, including 
a 100 percent record in quali¬ 
fying for the last World Cup 
and a return of nine wins from 
10 games in Euro 2012 quali¬ 
fying. 

His reward was a four-year 
contract extension last Decem¬ 
ber, safeguarding his job until 
the next European Champi¬ 
onship in 2016. 

"The KNVB (Royal Dutch 
Football Federation) and my¬ 
self agree that continuity and 
calm surrounding the Oranje is 
best,” he said. 

"That is why we chose to 
extend for four more years. 
That way everyone knows 
what is going to happen.” 

The 59-year-old may not be 
a unanimously popular choice 
but the future of Dutch football 
rests firmly in his hands. 


Ireland to wear black armbands against Italy 


DUBFIN (AFP) - Ireland will 
wear black armbands for their 
Euro 2012 match against Italy, 
the Football Association of 
Ireland said Thursday, in 
memory of a massacre in 
which six men died exactly 18 
years before. 

Six Catholic men died on 
June 18, 1994 in Northern Ire¬ 
land when Protestant paramil¬ 
itaries fired into a bar in the 
village of Eoughinisland, 
where people had gathered to 
watch Ireland play Italy in the 
World Cup in the United 
States. 

The Football Association of 
Ireland (FAI) said it had ap¬ 
proached the game's European 
authority UEFA and been 


granted permission for the 
commemoration during the 
June 18 game in Poznan, 
Poland. 

Northern Ireland, which re¬ 
mains part of the United King¬ 
dom, has its own separate 
football team but it did not 
qualify for Euro 2012. 

"What happened in Lough- 
inisland in 1994 was an awful 
tragedy and deeply moving for 
all football fans,” said FAI 
chief executive John Delaney. 

”1 would like to thank 
UEFA for assisting us in com¬ 
memorating this atrocity and 
take the opportunity to re¬ 
member all those who lost 
their lives in the Troubles.” 

Four years after the mas¬ 


sacre, the 1998 peace accords 
largely ended Northern Ire¬ 
land's Troubles, three decades 
of sectarian violence between 
pro-British Protestants and re¬ 
publican Catholics that left 
more than 3,000 dead. 

The FAI added that the 
football team's gesture would 
be "particularly poignant” be¬ 
cause the victims were watch¬ 
ing Ireland play Italy when 
they were killed. 

Niall Murphy, the solicitor 
acting for the families of those 
who died, thanked football au¬ 
thorities and said they were 
"touched that this tragic event 
can be commemorated on such 
a poignant day”.

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NBA: Spurs rip Clippers for 
16 th win in a row

SAN ANTONIO (AFP) - 
Tony Parker celebrated his 
30th birthday by scoring 22 
points on Thursday to lead San 
Antonio over the Los Angeles 
Clippers 105-88, stretching 
the Spurs’ win streak to 16 
games. 

San Antonio took a 2-0 lead 
over the Clippers in the best- 
of-seven Western Conference 
second-round series, which 
continues with games three 
and four today and Sunday in 
Los Angeles. 

The Spurs won their final 
10 regular-season games and 
have opened the playoffs with 
six triumphs in a row. 

French guard Parker, dou- 
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ble-covered most of 
the night, also con¬ 
tributed five rebounds 
and five assists for the 
Spurs while Tim Dun¬ 
can added 18 points 
and Boris Diaw, an¬ 
other Frenchman, con¬ 
tributed 16 points for 
San Antonio. 

Parker, joking he 
could no longer deny 
he was an "old man", 
said he passed to Dun¬ 
can and Diaw when 
shut down by the Clip¬ 
pers, but had more 
chances in the second 
half because of his 
teammates’ scoring 
success. 

Spurs coach Gregg 
Popovich praised Parker's 
work ethic and attacking style 
both offensively and defen¬ 
sively in shutting down the 
Clippers' Chris Paul. 

"Tony did the lion's share of 
work," Popovich said. "He 
played a great game defen¬ 
sively. He did a hell of a job”. 

Clippers coach Vinny Del 
Negro is still searching for 
ways to stop playmaker 
Parker, who shot 8-of-19 from 
the field. 

After winning 50 games to 
share the NBA's best regular- 
season record with Chicago, 
the Spurs have a home-court 
edge throughout the playoffs 
after the Bulls lost star Derrick 


PARIS (AFP) - Ahead of Sat¬ 
urday's Champions League 
final and with Euro 2012 just 
around the corner, animals of 
all shapes and sizes are queu¬ 
ing up to succeed Paul the Oc¬ 
topus, the famous clairvoyant 
cephalopod from the 2010 
World Cup.

The tentacled soothsayer, 
who picked winners by select¬ 
ing food from boxes decorated 
with teams' national flags, 
passed away after the tourna¬ 
ment, but there are now plenty 
of animals bidding to step into 
his (eight) shoes. 

Ahead of today’s Champi¬ 
ons League showdown in Mu¬ 
nich between Bayern Munich 
and Chelsea, a local sausage 
dog named Sissi and an octo¬ 
pus called Rosi from nearby 
Rosenheim have both pre¬ 
dicted that Bayern will prevail.

46-42 at half-time. 

Del Negro lamented 18 
turnovers by the Clippers, 
seven more than the Spurs sur¬ 
rendered. 

Blake Griffin scored 20 
points to lead Los Angeles but 
grabbed only one rebound 
while Paul, nursing an injured 
right hip, managed only 10 
points and committed eight 
turnovers.

Flame arrives in Britain for 2012 
20 k* torch relay 



On May 10 the Olympic Torch has been lit in ancient 
Olympia 


CULDROSE AIRBASE, 
United Kingdom (AFP) - The 
Olympic flame arrived in 


Britain from Greece on Friday 
to start a 70-day relay which 
will culminate in the opening 


ceremony of the London 
Games. 

Princess Anne, the daughter 
of Queen Elizabeth II, accom¬ 
panied by football star David 
Beckham, carried the flame 
down the steps of a special 
British Airways jet at Royal 
Naval Air Station Culdrose in 
Cornwall, southwest England. 

”It comes home to you just 
how important people regard 
the torch (relay) as the lead-up 
to the Games,” said the 
princess, who herself com¬ 
peted in the 1976 Olympics in 
an equestrian event. 

Beckham had the honour of 
lighting the torch that will be 
used for the 8,000-mile 
(12,875-kilometre) relay, from 
a cauldron at the airbase, as 
hundreds of spectators 
cheered. 

Sailor Ben Ainslie, who has 
won gold in three Olympics, 
will be the first of some 8,000 
torchbearers when the relay 
starts in Land’s End, the south¬ 
westerly tip of England today. 

The flame was handed over 
to the British delegation in a 
ceremony in Athens on Thurs¬ 
day and was transported from 
the Greek capital in a passen¬ 
ger jet painted gold and re¬ 


named The Firefly for the oc¬ 
casion. 

Organisers gained special 
permission from aviation au¬ 
thorities for the flame to be 
carried in the plane encased in 
a special lantern. 

The weather in the Greek 
capital had been decidedly 
British, with heavy rain, but it 
was dry and breezy in Corn¬ 
wall when the plane touched 
down. 

Chief organiser Sebastian 
Coe, who also went to Greece 
for the handover of the flame, 
said its arrival was "a magical 
moment for any host country”. 

The torch will visit more 


villages on its journey to the 
Olympic Stadium in east Lon¬ 
don, as Britain hosts the 
Games for the first time since 
1948. 

The torch relay culminates 
on July 27 with the final leg 
from Hampton Court Palace, 
the riverside former home of 
king Henry VIII, to the 
Olympic Stadium for the 
opening ceremony. 

The torch is a reminder of 
the ancient Olympics, when a 
flame burned throughout the 
Games. The tradition was re¬ 
vived in 1936 for the 
Olympics in Berlin, when the 
Nazis used it for their own na-
